REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1, (South Road.) 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Eva R. Pierce. Length 
of term, eleven weeks; number of scholars, 38; average attend- 
ance, 29; wages per month, $27. Miss Pierce is a teacher of 
Syme experience. Under her strict discipline and faithful instruc- 
tion, good improvement was made by the school. 

Winter term, Mr. Charles H. Sawyer, teacher. Length of term, 
nine weeks; number of scholars, 39; average attendance, 32 : 
wages per month, $41.33 1-3. Mr. Sawyer’s experience in teach- 
ing is limited; but he labored diligently for the welfare of his 
scholars. At the examination some of the classes appeared well. 
Others seemed not to have cooperated with their teacher, in his ef- 
forts to promote their advancement, as earnestly as could have been 
been desired. There is in this school a too general lack of diligent 
application and thoroughness. : 


District No. 2, (Centre Road.) 


There were three terms in this District; the first two taught by 
Miss Mary L. Parsons. Length of first term, eight weeks; wages 
per month, $20; number of scholars, 83; average attendance, 28. 

Length of second term, eight weeks; wages per month, $20; . 
number of scholars, 35; average attendance, 26. Miss P. is a 


prompt and energetic teacher. The appearance of the school at — ne 


its close indicated that commendable progress had been made. 
The third term was under the instruction of Miss Rebecca M. — 
Sawyer, who is known in this town and vicinity as a superior

teacher. ‘The appearance of the classes at the close of school wag 


creditable to them and their teacher. Length of term nine weeks; 


_ wages per month, not including board, $20; number of scholars. 


42; average attendance, 36. 
District No. 8, (Greeley District.) 


Summer term of eleven weeks taught by Miss Belle N. Black- 
inton. ‘This was her first school. She possesses qualities which 
promise for her a successful career as a teacher. Wages per 
month, board given, $9.09 1-11; number of scholars, 19 ; average 
attendance, 15. . 

Winter term, Mr. Arthur S. Calef, teacher. Length of term 
eleven weeks; wages per month, $20; number of scholars, 25; 


average attendance, 19. This was Mr: C’s first attempt at teaching, 


and a very encouraging one. There was a mutual attachment be- 


_ tween instructor and pupils; and where this is the case, we always 


expect improvement. 
District No. 4, (Scribner’s Corner.) 


Miss Lucy A. Connor taught the Summer term of nine weeks ; 
wages per month, board given, $11; number of scholars, 12; av- 


erage attendance, 11. ‘The school appeared well at the close. Says 


the teacher, ‘‘ Our short term of school has passed away very 
pleasantly, and we hope profitably. The scholars have been very 
willing to comply with my requests; and have manifested a good 
degree of interest in most of the studies pursued.” 

Winter term, Miss Ella R. Chase, teacher. Length of term 
fourteen weeks ; wages per month, board given, $12; number of 
scholars, 17; average attendance, 16. In the opinion of your 
Committee, this school made as good progress as any in town.— 
The recitations in Arithmetic were of special interest. 


District No. 5; (North Road.) 


Summer term of seven weeks, Miss Sarah A. Pevare, teacher. 
Wages per month $15.20; number of scholars, 13; average at- 
tendance, 11. Miss P. was inexperienced, and labored under the 
disadvantage of a previous acquaintance with the scholars. Con- 
sequently, her success in government was not as good as it might 
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otherwise have been. As I was unable to be present at the closing 


exercises of the school, I cannot judge of the advancement made. 

‘Miss Emma H. Calef was teacher the second term of twelve 
weeks; wages per month, $16.20; number of scholars, 15; aver= 
age attendance, 13. When visited near its commencement, the 
school was in good order. Much to my regret, I was hindered 
from making a second visit; but am happy to learn that the term 
was of decided benefit to those attending. 


Disrrict No. 6, (Mills.) 


First term, Miss Sarah A. Pettengill, teacher. Under her patient 
drill the course of the pupils was onward in the way of progress. 
There are some in this school who, if they loved study better, 
might take a high rank in scholarship. Length of term, eight 


‘weeks ; wages per month, $22; number of scholars, 18; average 


attendance, 16. 

Second term, Miss Mary L. Parsons, teacher; wages per month, 
$24; number of scholars, 21; average attendance, 17. On account 
of sickness and for other reasons several of the scholars were absent 
from the examination. Most of those present exhibited proficiency 
in their studies. 


Districr No. 7, (Smith’s Corner.) 


Miss Dora A. Elkins, teacher; wages per month, $15; number 
of scholars, 14; average attendance, 10. Miss EK. was indefatigable 
in efforts for the benefit of her pupils; and her fidelity was -appar- 
ent in their advancement. A marked improvement in the order os 
the school was observed at my second visit. 


Disrricr No. 8, (Thompson’s Corner.) 


a 
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Miss Angelia Kilborn, teacher. Length of term ten weeks ; 


wages per month, $16; number of scholars, 10; average attend- 
ance, 6. Miss K’s kind and encouraging manner, her desire for 
the improvement of her scholars, evidently inspired in them an 


interest in their studies which rendered the term a profitable one. 


District No. 9, (Loverein’s Hill.)

Miss S. E. Arey, teacher. Length of term, nine weeks; wages

‘per month, $15; number of scholars, 9; average attendance, 6. 


I was not informed when the school closed, therefore did not visit 
it a second time. Miss A’s abilities as a teacher are worthy of a 
larger field for their exercise than this school affords. 


District No. 10, (Mountain.) 


Miss Annette Andrews, teacher. The school commenced Nov. 
28th, and was visited the second week. It then contained but two 
scholars. As the Register has not been returned, further particu- 
lars cannot be given. 


District No. 11, (Raccoon Hill.) 


Miss Sarah A. Pettengill, teacher. Length of term, ten weeks ; 
wages per month, $20; number of scholars, 14; average attend- 
ance, 12. ‘The recitations at the close of this school furnished evi- 
dence that there had been work on the part of teacher and scholars. 
The advanced class in Arithmetic deserves praise. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


If the observations of my predecessors respecting School Houscs 
have not had the desired effect, perhaps mine will not. But while 
all the School Houses in town will bear repairing, some are much 
in need of it, and should not fail to receive attention before another 
term of school. The school room should be made pleasant and 
attractive. We are all more or less affected by our surroundings. 


Ws ‘Children cannot be expected to feel as great interest in study in ‘an 


ill-constructed and dilapidated house, as in a neat and pleasant one. 
Greater attention should be given to the manner in which School 
Houses are treated by the children. Too many of them are dis- 
figured by disgusting drawings or carvings upon the walls and 
doors. Some penalty, or other influence, should be brought to bear. 
to prevent everything of this kind. 

Doubtless the character of our schools would be greatly improved, 
if parents would accustom themselves to manifest an interest by 
more frequent visits to them. Complaints are often made against 
teachers that are unreasonable, and would be acknowledged to be 
so by the parents, if they would visit the schools and see for them-
